Wasurneoton, April 2.—A vigorous 
attempt will be made in the present 
congress to procure the passage of a 
bill te throw open the Indian Tirritery 
for settlement. A number of Beston 
capitalists have lately purchased many 
thousand shafes of stock and bonds of 
the Missouri, Kansas, and Texas rail- 
road, which will be greatly benefitted 
by the passage of the proposed act.
